The Agency, in accordance with the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act
(FIFRA), as amended, has completed reviewing all of the information submitted with your
application to support the reregistration of the above referenced product in connection with
the Pyrethrins RED, and has concluded that your submission is acceptable.

NOTE: This product is not being reregistered under sections 3(c)5 and 4(g) of FIFRA at this
time.

Please be reminded that 40 CFR Part 156.140(a)(4) requires that a batch code, lot
number, or other code identifying the batch of the pesticide distributed and sold be placed on
non-refillable containers. The code may appear either on the label or durably marked on the
container itself, and can be added by non-notification per PRN 98-10.

Please note that the record for this product currently contains the Confidential
Statements of Formulation (CSFs) listed below. Any previously dated CSFs are superseded.

Do not apply this product in a way that will contact adults, children or pets either directly or through drift. Remove
pets, birds and cover fish aquariums before use. Do not allow adults, children or pets to enter the treated area until
dusts have settled. Remove or cover exposed food and drinking water before application. Remove or cover dishes,
utensils, food processing equipment and food preparation surfaces, or wash them before use. Do not use on wet
carpets.
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This product is an insect control agent intended for use on carpets, floors/floor coverings, upholstery, mattresses and
pet bedding. This product is specially formulated to aid in removing carpet odors and as a carpet dry-cleaner. This
product is a quick-acting flea, tick and roach killing agent that deodorizes carpets while it kills these pests. This fresh-
smelling powder is effective on all types of floors, floor-coverings and upholstered furniture. This product is perfect for
periodic treatments of any carpet exposed to your pet. Before using, test a small area of carpet for colorfastness.

Carpet-Guard carpet powder contains pyrethrins, an active ingredient derived from the chrysanthemum plant.
Carpet-Guard carpet powder uses diatomaceous earth and bicarbonate of soda as carriers. Carpet-Guard has a
pleasing scent to keep your carpet fresh and clean smelling.

Do not treat dogs or cats with this product. Where children may come in contact with treated areas, only apply as
a crack-and-crevice or as a spot treatment to areas no greater than 3 feet by 3 feet per room at the rate of 1 ounce
per 70 square feet. Pets may lay on treated bedding. Do not allow puppies and kittens under 6 weeks of age to
contact treated areas before vacuuming. Let product remain for 30-60 minutes before vacuuming. If infestation is
heavy, let this product remain 1-2 days prior to vacuuming. Dispose of vacuum bag and contents immediately after
each use.
